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City of Bombay in 


Absolute Rebellion 
Says Police Officer 


Tension Mounts as Brit- 


ish Pour in Troop Re- 


inforcements Today 


Bombay, Feb. 22.—(API— City- 


wide civilian riots touched off by 
a seamen's mutiny flamed in Bom- 
bay today amid raachinegun fire. 
British troops, planes and war- 
ships converged on the city of 
1,400,000 which A. E. Caffin, dep- 
uty police commissioner, declared 
to be in a state of "absolute re- 
bellion." 


The Royal Indian navy mutiny 


continued here but at Karachi 
parachute troopers with artillery 
fired for 25 minutes on the H. M. 
I. S. Hindustan, 1,000-ton sloop 
seized by rebellious • seamen, and 
forced the mutineers to run up the 
white flag. 


(The all-India radio reported to- 


day that latest casualty figures in 
Bombay's disorders were 30 killed 
and 500 wounded, more than 100 
seriously.) 


In Bombay rifle and machinegun 


fire crackled 
in many 
sections 


against mobs which beat, stoned 
and knifed their victims, set fire 
to many police and military trucks 
and private cars, smashed store 
and bank windows and went on a 
looting spree. 


At least 18 were reported killed 


and 250 wounded, including 165 
wounded by bullets, in the rioting'. 


Troops Poor Into City 


Hundreds of British Tommies 


poured into the city in trucks and 
armored cars with orders to fire 
as occasion demanded. A heavy 
force of bomber planes arrived at 
airfields ringing the city. In the 
harbor mutinous Indians still in 
control of a flotilla of 10 small 
warcraft were faced by the ad- 
vance guard of a strong Royal 
navy force ordered here to put 
down the mutiny. Heavy artillery 
was being sent to the city. 


(Prime Minister Attlee in Lon- 


doti told the House of Commons 
that the All-India Congress Party 
had officially disclaimed participa- 
tion in the mutiny, "but left wing 
elements and Communists are try- 
ing to work up sympathy". The 
mutineer,? have been told that only 
unconditional surrender will be 
accepted, he said. A British cruiser 
shortly would arrive on the scene, 
he added.) 


British Ships in Harbor 


Two small British naval vessels, 


H. M. S. Nith, as escort frigate 
with a normal complement of 200 
men, and H. M. S. Seabelle, a yacht 
type vessel, each with four-inch 
g:uns, steamed into the harbor. 


A 9 p. m. curfew was imposed. 


Advanced headquarters 
of 
the 


Southern Indian command were set 
up in Bombay with Lt. Gen. R. M. 
M. Lockhart in supreme command 
of all Royal Indian navy, army and 
air forces as the British moved to 
cope with the mutiny.

Indian sailors were involved in the 
mutiny. 


At Calcutta the situation re- 


mained unchanged in the fourth 
day of the strike of seamen, but 
the street railway system was 
completely paralyzed and bus serv- 
ice was reduced to skeleton pro- 
portions by sympathy demonstra- 
tions. 


Half of Bombay in Terror 


The southern section of Bombay, 


where many wealthy families live, 
was net much affected by the riots, 
but the northern half was a place 
of terror. 


Police and soldiers used ma- 


chineguns when hardpressed. and 
calls were sent out for more doc-

Has Plan to Close 


Army's Social Gap 


Washington, 
Feb. 22—(AP)— 


The retired general who lashed out 
at the Army's "medieval caste 
system" came up today with his 
own program to close the social 
gap between officers and enlisted 
men. 


H. C.' Holdridge, who took off 


his brigadier general's uniform a 
year ago after 27 years as an of- 
ficer, submitted his proposals to the 
house military committee at its 
request. 


High on his 10-point list were 


these two suggestions: 


1. Class all military personnel 


simply as "soldiers" with titles re- 
tained "for purpose of identifica- 
tion" only. 


2. Put officers and men in iden- 


tical uniforms, leaving insignia of 
rank as the sole means of telling 
them apart. 


Holdridge, a West Pointer, di- 


rected his blast at the Army earl- 
ier this week when he appeared 
before the committee to oppose 
compulsory military training in 
peacetime. 


In his statement to the commit- 


tee today, Holdridge, a Washing- 
tonian, declared that existing dis- 
tinctions between officers and men 
result in two classes in the Army 
—"a superior and an inferior".

the shootings occurred some time 
Wednesday morning and that in- 
vestigation disclosed Roach had 
beaten and shot to death his wile 
and children, both high school stu- 
dents, while they slept. 


lulled While Sleeping 


Sullivan said a .22 caliber rifle 


was found near Roach's body. Po- 
lice said they found the apart- 
ment in the South Shore district 
a note signed by Roach and ad- 
dressed to his landlady in which 
ne told of financial troubles. Roach 
formerly had been employed as a 
salesman, police said, but he had 
been unemployed for the last sev- 
ered weeks. 


The note read, in part: "Believe 


me, Rae (Mrs. Roach) and the 
children did not realize this was 
happening because the children 
were unconscious at the time. Rae 
was asleep and it happened to all 
but me while they were sleeping. 


"The reason is, of course, finan- 


cial. We're just plain broke, and 
I can't face it; and if I just took 
myself Rae would try to carry 
on with the children and it would 
be a mess. As it was, we all 
lived to the inft, while we lived — 
a short one maybe, but a happy

Washington, Feb. 22.—(AP)— 


Senate Democrats eager -to avoid 
a possible party-splitting vote ap- 
peared today to be pursuing a twin 
line of strategy aimed at with- 
drawal of Edwin Pauley's nomina- 
tion 
as undersecretary 
of the 


navy. 


One Democratic senator who 


says he is inclined to doubt the 
wisdom of the appointment but 
hasn't said so publicly told a re- 
porter he has been urged by his 
party colleagues, to make a state- 
ment .similar to one by Senator 
Stewart (D-Tenn) calling on Pau- 
ley to step out of the fight. 


The strategy, as this senator ex- 


plained it, involves an attempt to 
convince the former Democratic 
national treasurer that enough 
Democrats are lined up against 
him to make confirmation impos- 
sible. Pauley has contended that 
he can be confirmed, despite indi- 
cations that any such result is «c- 
tremalr doubtful. 


The nominee has insisted that 


since his integrity has been ques- 
tioned in testimony before the sen- 
ate naval committee, the senate 
itself must decide the issue. 


The second Democratic move 


afoot is one which its sponsors 
believe might make it easiervfor 
Pauley to withdraw with face-sav- 
ins: all around. 


These 
legislators 
said 
they 


thought it might be j»ossible to 
obtain from the naval committee 
—once Pauley asked officially for 
withdrawal of his name—a sum- 
mation of evidence finding that 
the charges against him had not 
been substantiated. 


Chief accusation is that by for- 


mer Secretary of the Interior Har- 
old L. Tckes, who testified Pauley 
suggested to him in 1944 that 
$300,000 in Democratic campaign 
funds could be raised from oil men 
if the government did not press its 
claim to ownership of tidelands 
oil area*. 


Chicago, Feb. 22—(AP)—Gov- 


ernor Green has ordered state de- 
partment chiefs to reemploy all re- 
turning war veterans regardless 
of political or other considerations, 
it was announced today. 


Gov. Green told a recent meet- 


ing of the department heads they 
must give every veteran his job 
back if he wanted it, "no matter 
what arguments are put up by 
county chairman of the party."

An associate who could not be 


quoted by name said the governor 
announced at the start of the war 
that returning veterans would get 
their same jobs back when they 
returned. 


Recently, he added, some de- 


partment heads queried the gover- 
nor on this policy. The order fol- 
lowed. 


No figures were available on the 


total number of returned veterans 
now reemployed.

Russian Blast Aimed

sian-Canadian relations deteriorat- 
ed further today when the official 
newspaper Izvestia charged in an 
editorial that Prime Minister W.

The Aristocratic Revolutionist 


"In all the history of the Unit- 


ed States, \vh6m do you regard 
as two or three of the greatest 
men who ever lived in this coun- 
try?" Answers to that question, 
asked in a recent poll by the Na- 
tional Opinion Research Center, 
gave Franklin D. Roosevelt 61 per 
cent of the votes, Abraham Lin- 
coln, 57 per cent, 
and 
George 


Washington 46 per cent. 


Thus it develops that, on the 


21-ith anniversary of his birth, the 
famous tribute to the first presi- 
dent may have to be changed to 
read: "First in war, first in peace, 
and third in the hearts 
of his 


countrymen." 


It is idle but interesting to won- 


der which, if any, of these three 
men would be included 
in 
the 


answers to a similar question two 
centuries hence. It would be in- 
teresting to observe again, in this 
case, how valid is the estimate of 
a great man's contemporaries, and 
how durable are a man's deeds as 
compared with his words. 


If 
Washington's 
fame 
and 


memory have dimmed somewhat 
with the passing years, it may be 
due to two factors: He was a doer 
rather than a writer or speaker; 
and he still suffers in the public 
mind from a sort of hangover of 
saintliness, the result of contem- 
porary, adulation which hardly 
permitted him to be presented as 
human. 


Washington has become a pale, 


berobed figure in marble, or a 
stylized hero on a rearing horse. 
Actually, of course, he had a full 
measure of earthiness. He liked 
cards, hunting and the theater. He 
sampled the product of his own 
distillery. He was from one of 
Virginia's oldest and "best" fami- 
lies, and was one of the richest 
Americans of his day. 


There was every reason for a 


lesser man than Washington to 
be satisfied with the pre-revolu- 
tionary status quo. A fight for in- 
dependence promised him no ma- 
terial gain. But he joined the 
fight. 
And for 20 years he gave

If the CIO captures complete con- 
trol of the Democratic party, and 
a considerable portion of Demo- 
crats do not like it, they will be 
forced to go fishing or vote for a 
Republican whom they do not con- 
sider satisfactory.

At present, a majority of Demo- 


crats in congress are holding out 
against union control but unable 
to effectuate any affirmative leg- 
islative action. If they asserted 
leadership they could hold the 
political activities of the- unions 
within their grasp, and establish 
their own political control. 


What happened in the last few 


weeks is that the unions have dis- 
played their development of the 
strike weapon to atomic propor- 
tions. 
By strikes against food,

Throughout his career in the 


cabinet, there were many Ameri- 
cans who thought that the title 
of Honest Harold, bestowed on 
Ickes with sarcastic intent, was a 
gross exaggeration.

"Honest Harold" implied fuU 


recognition of the probability that 
here was one New Dealer at least 
who would not tap the till or drain 
off secret graft in one guise or 
another either for his personal 
gain or that of his sisters and his 
cousins and his aunts. In this com- 
monplace virtue there was a side- 
long criticism of the morals and 
ethics of his chief, but it will be 
noted that Ickes' honesty was not 
so active as to evoke from him any 
public objections to such violations 
of his own code by his political 
betters. That a public servant be 
innocent of the larcenous instinct 
or that he resist it firmly would 
seem to be little enough to ask. 
But the personal fortunes of some 
who led the Roosevelt revolution 
show that it is not only a lot to ex- 
pect of them hut much too much. 


Ickes leaves public office.- but 


not the public eye and ear, self- 
styled a grasping and.miserly fel- 
low and with no dissenting opinion 
from those who know him best.

In the second New Deal, Ickes

He actually resided in the su- 


burbs of Washington and his only 
other registered home was on a 
street called, in his biography in 
Who's Who, "Private Road.

Yet Ickes said he be- 
lieved he could establish a fine 
legal residence in Chicago.

plans changed and he was not 
called on to prove domicile but 
the Kelly politicians naturally 
went searching and their conclu- 
sion was that Ickes had a vague 
technical claim to legal but ficti- 
tious residence in a room up near 
the eaves of an old hotel near the 
loop. 


By 1940, Ickes had 
either 


changed his opinion of Ed Kelly 
or was stooping to conquer. At the 
height of that stupendously sordid 
brawl which nominated Roosevelt 
for his third term and Henry Wal- 
lace, amid boos, for his first in any 
elective office, Ickes was caught 
in flagrant association with the 
man he had so recently and ar- 
dently despised.

Hopkins who, to his credit, as 
wisely never made an issue of his 
honesty, turned up in the com- 
pany of not only Kelly, but that 
other despicable fascist, according 
to the New Deal billingsgate of 
the time, Frank Hague, of Jersey 
City. 
The purpose of their hud- 


dle was not reform or civic virtue 
but the low, practical politics of 
the old-time smoke-filled room 
They couldn't get along without 
the rascals and their wicked ma- 
chines so, in that moral crisis, they 
decided to get along with them 
and turn to their own political 
service the very wickedness which

Having his own Gestapo in the 


department of the interior, Ickes 
cannot be presumed to have been 
ignorant of the $25,000 bite to 
which Judge Charles Harwood sub- 
mitted in a rush act by Hal 
Roosevelt, the brother of Mrs 
Eleanor Roosevelt, acting on be^ 
half of Elliott and his radio chain. 
Ickes knows more scandal and gos 
sip than any other one in Wash- 
ington.

Col. Tchou has a rare combina- 


tion in his background and train- 
ing. He is a direct descendant of 
the great Chinese philosopher and 
Confucian scholar, Chu Hsi, of the 
12th century. 
As a student, he 


spent nine years in Europe, re- 
ceiving his degree from the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, Scotland, in 
mechanical civil and naval engi- 
neering. 


Under the personal direction of 


Generalissimo and Madame Chiang 
Kai-shek, he organized an destab- 
lished the Officer's Moral Endeav- 
or Association, which was the 
forerunner of the New Life Mo''e- 
ment. He is the author of many 
publications, dealing with 
hous- 


ing, 
social and labor problems of 


China. 
It was he who drafted 


China's housing plans, her factory 
laws, and labor relations laws. 


Col. Tchou 
ranks as 
one of 


China's foremost painters, and also 
is an accomplished linguist, speak- 
ing English, French and German 
as well as Chinese. 


In contrast with Dr. T. Z. Koo, 


another noted Chinese Christian 
who spoke in Mount Morris sev- 
eral years ago, Col. Tchou is tall 
and imposing in appearance, char- 
acteristic of the northern Chinese, 
to which group he belongs. 
He 


has perfect command of the Eng- 
lish language, and Mount Morris 
people who heard; him in Oregon 
several years ago were highly de- 
lighted with his pleasing, some- 
times witty, yet 
straightforward 


manner of speaking, reports Har- 
old Hoff, chairman of the Forum 
Committee.
